Jesus* Final Teachings 


The religious leaders of the 


people challenged his authority to 
teach. But he silenced them with 
a question concerning John's teach- 
ing which they refused to answer 
because they feared the people on 
the one hand and feared the truth 
on the other. And yet they were 
trying to stop Jesus who in his 
teaching feared neither people nor 
truth. 
Jesus took their photo- 


graph in his parable of the wicked 
husbandmen, and they recognized 
the likeness. Then they tried to 
catch him with that delicate poli- 
tical question about paying trib- 
ute, and then with their doctrinal 
question about the 
resurrection. 


All of which Jesus answered to 
their utter discomfiture. 


Jesuit Warns His Disciple* 


Far from retreating before the 


fire of his enemies Jesus held them 
up to public derision and condem- 
nation when, "in the hearing of 
all the people he said unto the 
disciples, Beware of the scribes 
who desire to walk in long robes, 
and love salutations in the mark- 
etplaces, and chief seats in the 
synagogues, and chief places at 
feasts; who devour widows'houses, 
and for a pretense make long 
prayers: these shall receive great- 
er condemnation." 
What a blist- 


ering denunciation of vanity, ava- 
rice and hypocrisy in high places! 
How his own humility, sympathy 
and sincerity stood out against the 
dark back ground of the direct 
opposites in his opponents! 


The Widow's .Mite 


The last note of teaching Jesus 


ever uttered in the temple, which 
from a child he had called "my 
Father's house," was uttered as 


] "he sat over against the treasury 


and saw the rich men that were 
casting their gifts into the treas- 
ury. 
And he saw a certain widow 


casting in thither two mites. And 
he said, of a truth I saw unto you, 
This poor widow cast in more than 
they all: for all these did of their 
superfluity cast in unto the gifts; 
but she of her want did cast in all 
the living that she had." So our 
Lord measures our gifts by the 
sacrificial love that prompts the 
giving. 
The little given out of 


poverty outweighs the much giv- 
en out of plenty. "The gift with- 
out the giver is bare." The widow 
in "casting in all the living that 
she had" was literally building for 
the future upon her faith in God to 
whom she was willing to give her 
all. 


The Temple's Future 


After this Jesus walked out of 


the temple never to enter it again, 
"and as some spake of the temple, 


how it was adorned with goodly 
stones and offerings, tye said, as 
for these things which ye behold, 
the days shall epme, in which there 
shall not be left here one stone 
upon another, that shall not be 
thrown down!" Great wealth and 
material splendor which fail to 
serve God and humanity have no 
value in Christ's esteem, and no 
perpetuity in his program. This 
destruction of the temple and city 
came within the lifetime of that 
generation aa Jesus predicted. For 
the even more troublous times to 
attend the end of the age at his 
return in glory, Jesus enjoined 


1 watchfulness, prayer and sobriety, 


saying, 'Take heed to yourself lest 
haply your hearts be overcharged 
with surfeiting, and drunkenness, 
and cares of this life, and that day 
come on you suddenly as a snare."

Snags Confront Drivers' License Law 


PROMINENT IREENFIELD livic 
LEADER MEMORIAL DAY SPEAKER 


(EDITOR'S NOTE: This is the 


third of a series of four articles 
on the drivers' license law which 
becomes effective in Ohio Oct. 1.) 


By W. S. BITTNER 


COLUMBUS, May 23— (UP) — 


Ohio will run into several snags 
in administering its new program 
of compulsory licensing of motor 
vehicle operators. 


For one thing, it is a law new to 


Ohio. Since the passage of the law 
by the Ohio general assembly last 
December 3, officials of the state 
bureau of motor vehicles 
have 


been in touch with other states 
having such licensing iaws. 


The biggest problem is to draft 


a set of regulations to govern the 
licensing registrars. As drafted, the 
bill, in the 
opinion of Harold 


Culbert, assistant registrar 
of 


motor vehicles, has wide variances. 


Up to Registrar 


Sections of the law specifically | 


state that "No operators' or chauf- 
feurs' license shall be issued to 
any person when in the opinion of 
the registrar such person is af- 
flicted with or suffering from such 
physical or mental disability or 
disease as will serve to prevent 
such persons from exercising reas- 
onable and ordinary control over 
a motor vehicle while operating 


upon the highways, nor 


shall a license be issued to any 
person who is unabie to understand 
highway warnings or traffic signs 
or directions given in the English 
language." 


According to Culbert, the word 


"crc.inary" is the stumbling block 
tc Ihc law. If a strict interpreta- 
tion is to he used, many evident 
responsible motorists 
will be re- 


moved as operators. 


It was pointed out by the assis- 


tant registrar that to his knowl- 
edge may physically handicapped 
persons were far more 
capable 


n.ocorists than arc some persons 
who have perfect facilities. To bar 
persons witli such records would 
be ni". 'njustice. officials believe.
